The exploitation of the 
Congo brought Leopold an immense 
fortune and much hostile criticism. 
Leopold the Second died near Brus­ 
sels IO years ago. 
He was a man of 
great strength of character, but was 
notoriously dissolute.

Easy Maple Custard—Two eggs, 
two cupfuls of milk, one-half cup­ 
ful of maple sugar.

Maple F ru it Betty—Two bananas, 
sliced very thin, two and one-half 
cups finely chopped ta rt apples, two- 
thirds cup maple syrup, two cups 
corn flakes, three teaspoons butter, 
one teaspoon cinnamon, one-half tea­ 
spoon nutm eg, one-third teaspoon 
salt. 
Mix chopped apples, bananas, and 
salt thoroughly, spread half the mix­ 
ture in shallow baking dish, sprinkle 
with half the spices, pour half tho 
syrup over the fruit and dot with 
half the butter, cut into bits. 
N ext spread all the corn flakes 
evenly, top with rem aining apple 
and banana mixture and other in­

apples are tender (tw enty or thirty 
m inutes) in a moderate oven. Serve 
warm, not hot. with cream.

Oatmeal 
Cookies—One- 
quarter 
cupful

maple 
sugar, one-quarter cupful of syrup, 
one egg, one cupful of uncooked oat­ 
meal, one scant tablespoonful of 
shortening, one-half teaspoonful of 
vanilla. 
Beat the egg well, gradually a d i 
the maple sugar and the heated 
syrup, then melted shortening .’.nd 
other ingredients. 
If the batter 
seems too thin it will be necessary 
to add enough flour to thicken. Drop 
from a spoon to a greased baking 
sheet and bake in a m oderate oven 
fifteen minutes.
